Alberta Legislation 
\ Rather Lighter 

States Premier 

Session of Legislature to Open About 
... the Second Week in February-... 

Legislation will be ver ylight this 
now before the provincial government 
states Premier Stewart. While it 
has not been decided definitely, the 
date of opening will be about the sec¬ 
ond week in February, about the tenth 
of the month, according to pesent in 
dications, there will be practically 
noothing new, however, some oof the 
bills brought in at the l a st session and 
not passed, will come up again this 
year- The municipalities will prob¬ 
ably be asking for some change in 
their legislation, giving a greater de¬ 
gree of home rule. The railroad 
problem will be another matter which 
will require threshing out. 

No Change In Phone Policy 

In the telephone policy, while the 
coming year will b e a big one in the 
way of construction, there is nothing 
new in policy or development, states 
the premier. The trunk systems will 
be extended and W. R. Pearce, super¬ 
intendent is taking a trip into the 
north country to see what telephone 
! possibilities are there- The early 
| winter and the snow caught the de- 
| partmept this year in their construc- 
I tion program a nd they did not ac¬ 
complish half what they had planned 
It has been impossible to get labor, 
which also held up their program 
greatly, and these conditions make 
their program all the .heavier for the 
coming year. The premier felt that 
II:,.v hod been very fortunate in get¬ 
ting their supplies for th«" Tjtnrfflls -- 
season; for copper wire alone they 
had saved between $20.01)0 ond $25,020 
by buying just before the r a ise. 

The government will undertake no 
railroad construction this year. 

Public Works Department 

In the’ public works department 
there is no work out, of the ordinary 
planned. The money collected for 
_ automobile licenses is being spent 
largely on th e roads that the motor¬ 
ists use. There is now .a main road 
established between Coutts. at the 
boundary, and Athabasca Landing 
via Lethbridge, Oalgary, and Edmon¬ 
ton; from Edmonton to Lloydminster 
from Lacombe to Monitor and east - 
C a lgary; From Medicine Hat to the 
Crows Nest ,via Lethbridge arid Me- 
leod, and from time to time more 
trunk roads will be setablished. On 
these the government pays 75 per 
cent, of the cost and the municipali¬ 
ties 25 prir cent., while on the second¬ 
ary roads the municipalities pay 75 
per cent, and the government sup 
plies the remoining 25 per cent.

Frequent changes were made in the method of training in England, 
to correspond with changing conditions of modern warfare as ex¬ 
emplified in the trencehs. Textbooks on military tactics and stra¬ 
tegy, which were the inspired gospel of the last generation of soldiers 
became obsolete. Experience gained in the Indian wers, or on the 
veldt in South Agrica, was of little value in the trenches in Flanders. 
The emphasis shifted from open fighting to trench warfare, and the 
textbook which our officers 'studied w'as a typewritten serial issued 
semi-weekly by the War Office,, and which was based on tbe dearly 
bought experience of officers at the front. 

We spent many a starry night on the bills above Folkestone dig¬ 
ging trenches and building dug-outs according to General Staff in¬ 
junctions, and many a rainy one we came home, covered with mod, 
but happy in the thought that we were'approximating, as nearly as 
could be, the experience of the boys at the front. Bomb-throwing 
squads were formed, and the best shots in the battalion, the men who 
had made marksmen’s scores at the rifle ranges were given daily 
instruction in the important business of sniping. Moire generous 
provision for the training of machine gut teams was made, but so 
great was the lack of England in these important weapons, that for 
many weeks we drilled/vith Wooden subsitutes, gaining such know¬ 
ledge of machine gunnery as we could from the study of our M.G. 
manuals. . 

These hew studies, coming as an addition to our other work, meant 
an increased period of trainingg. We were impatient to be at the 
front, b,ut \va realized by this time that Lord Kitchener was serious 
in his demand that the men of the new armies he effi<hcijtly trained, 
Therefore, we worked with a’ will, and at last, after nine months of 
monotous toil, the order came. We were to proceed on.active service 

CHAPTER IV 
ORDERED ABROAD 

* 

One Aa rtda morning in May we asembled on the barrack square 
at Aldershot for the last time. Every man was in full marching 
order. His rifle was the “Short Lee. Enfield, Mark IV,” his bay¬ 
onet, the long single-edged blade in general usie throughout the Brit¬ 
ish Army. In addition to his arms he carried 120 rounds of “.3,03” 
caliber ammunition, an intrenching tool, water-bottle, haversack, 
containing both ernergeney, and the day’s 'rations, and his pack, 
strapped to shoulders and waist in such a way that the weight of it 
(was equally distributed. His pack contained the following articles: 
A greatcoat, a woolen shirt, two or three pairs of socks, a change of 
1111 derfclothing, a “housewife,”—the soldiers’ sewing-kit, —a towel, 
a cake of soap, ahd a “hold-all,” in which were a knife, fork, spoon, 
razor, shaving-brush, toothbrush, and comb, A1 of these were use¬ 
ful and sometimes essential articles,, particularly the toothbrush, 
which Tommy regarded as the best little instrument for cleaning t&e 
raeeh'anismm ofa rifle ever invented. Strapped on top of the pack 
was the blanket roll wrapped in a. waterproof ground sheet; and 
hanging beneath it, the canteen in its khaki-cl ooth cover. Each man 
wore an ind-entifica-tion disk on a cord about his neck. It was stamp¬ 
ed with his name, regimental number, regiment., and religion. A 
first-aid field dressing, consisting of an antiseptic gauze pad and 
bandage and a small vial of iodine, sewn in the lining of his tunic 
completed the equipment. 

Physically, the men were “in the pink,” as Tommy says. They 
were clear-eyed, vigorous, alert, and as hard as nails. With their 
/caps on, they looked the well-trained .soldiers which they were; but 
with caps removed', they resembled so many uniformed convicts less 
the pprison pallor, “Oversea haircuts” were the last, tpnsorial cry, 
and for heveral days previous to our departure, the army hairdressers 
had ben busily w jeilding thesplose-cutting clippers. 

Each of us had received a copy of Lord Kitchener’s letter to the 
troops ordered abroad, a brief, soldierlike statement of the standard 
of conduct which England expected of her fighting men :— 

You are ordered abroad as a soldier of the King to help our French 
comrades against the invasiono of a common enemy. You have to 
perform a task which will need your counuge, your energy, your 
patience. Remember that the honor oof the British Army depends 
mpon your individual conduct. It, will be your duty not only to set 
an example of discipline and perfect steadiness tin dp r fire, but, also t 
maintain the most, friendly relations wwith those whom you are help¬ 
ing in this struggle. The operations in which you are engaged will 
for the most part, take place in a friendly country, and you can do 
your own country no better service than in showing yourself in 
France and Belgium, in the true- ( eltair act er of a British soldier 

Be invariaby courteous, considerate, and kind. Never do any¬ 
thing likely to injure or destroy property, and always look upon 
looting as a disgraceful act. You are sure to meet with a welcome 
and to be trusted'; and your co.onduct must justify that -ni 


that trust. Your duty cannot be done unless your health is sound. 
So keep constantly on your guard against any excesses. In this 
new experience you mfty find temptations both in wine and women. 
You must entirely resist both temptations, and while treating all 
women with perfect courtesy, you should avoid any intimacy. 

Do Your duty bravely.'

KITCHENER 

Field Marshal- 

It was an effective, appeal lamd a constant, reminder to the men of 
the glorious traditions of tke British Army. In the months that 
'followed, I bad, opportunity to leant how deep and lasting was the 
impression made upon them by Lord Kitchener’s first, and I believe 
his only letter to his soldiers. 

The moehinery for moving troops in England works without the 
slightest friction. The men, transport, horses, commissariat, med¬ 
ical stores, and supplies of a battalion are entrained in less than 
half 'an hour. Everythihng is timed to the minute. Battalion after 
battalion and train, after train, we moved out of Aldershot at half- 
hour intervals. Each train arrived at the port of embarkation on 
schedule time and pulled up on the dbcqs by the side of a troop 
transport, great slate-colored linetsr taken out oif the merchant ser¬ 
vice. Not a moment was lost. The last mam was aboard and the 
last wagon On the crane swinging up over the ship’s side as the next 
train came in. • 

■Ship by ship w moved down the harbour in the twilight, the boys 
crowding the rail on both sides, taking their farewell look at Eng¬ 
land—h#me. It was the last farewell for many of tllem, but there 
was no martial music, no waving of flags, no tearful good-byes. Our 
farewell was as prosaic as ony long period of training had been. We 
were each one 1 a very small part of a tremendous, business organiza¬ 
tion which works without any of the display considered so essential 
iri the old days. ' * 

We leftEngland without a cheer. There was not so much as a 
wave of the hand froiq the' wwharf; for there was no* one on the 
wharf to wave, with the exception of a few dock laborers, and they 
had seen too many soldiers off to the front to be sentimental about, 
it. It was a tense moment for the men, but trust Tommy to relieve 
a tense 1 situation. As we steamed away from the landing slip, we 
passeed a barge, loaded to the waiter’s edge with coal. Tommy has 
a song pat to every occasion- He enjoys, above all things, giving a 
ludicrous twist, to a “weepy” ballad. When we were within hail¬ 
ing distance of- the cooal barge, lie began singink one of this variety 
“Keep the Home Fires Burning” to those smutty-faced barge hands. 
Everyone joined in heartily, forgetting all about the solemnity of 
the leave-taking.' 

Tommy is a prosaic chap. This was never more apparant to me 
than upon that pleasant evening in May when we said good-bye to 
England. The lights of home were twinkling their farewells far in 
the distance. Every moment brought us nearer to the great ad¬ 
venture. We w-ere “off to the wars,” to take our places in the far- 
fiflung battle line.

the thought of fighting for “England, Home;, and Beauty.” Perhaps 
he does thrill inwardly, remembering a sweetheart left behind. But 
he keeps it jolly well to himself. He has read me many of his letters 
heme, some of them written during an engagement which'will figure 
prominently in the* history of the great World War- “Well, I can’t 
think' of anything more now,” threads its way throught a meager 
page of commonplaces about the weather, his food, and his personal 
health. A frugal line of cross-marks for kisses, at the bottom of 
the page, is his only concession to sentiment. 

; There was, however, one hurst of enthusiasm, as we started on 
our journey, which struck me as being spontaneous, aud splendid, and 
thoroughly English. Outside the harbor we met by our guardians 
a fleet of destroyers whicfc was to" give us safe convoy across the 
channel. The moment they sa wthem the men broke forth into pro¬ 
longed chee r ing, and there were glad shouts of:—— 

' “There they are, me lads! There’s some o’ the little old watch 
dogs wot’s keeping 'em bottled up!” 

“Good old navy! Thatsvw’ere we got ‘em by thg throat!” 

“Let’s give ‘em ‘Sons of the Sea!” 

And thed did. They sang with a spirit of exaltation which 
Englishmen rarely betray, which, convinced me how nearly the .sea 
and England’s position as.Mistress of the Seas touch the English¬ 
man’s heart of hearts. 

“Sons of the Sea, ’ 

All British born, 

(Sailing the ocean. 

Laughing foes to sc r on. 

They may build their ships, wy lads, 

And think they know the game: 

But they can’t heat the boys, of the bulldog breed 
Who made old England’s name!” 

It was a confession of faith. On the sea. England can’t he 
beaten. Tommy believe*? that with his whole soul, and on this' 
occasion he sang it with all the warmth of'religious conviction. 

Our channel voyage was uneventful. Each transport was 
guarded by two destroyers, one on either side, the three vessels 
keeping abreast and about fifty yards apart during the entire jour¬ 
ney. " The submarine menace was then at its height, and we were 
prepared for an emergency. The boats were swung ready for an 
immediate launching, and all the men were provided with life pre¬ 
servers. But England had been transporting troops and supplies 
to the firing line for so many months, without accident that none of 
,us were at al concerned about the possibility of danger. Further¬ 
more, the men were too busy studying “Tommy Atkins’s French 
Manual” to think about submarines. They were putting the final 
touch on tlie'ir accent in preparation for to-morrow’s landing 
“Alf, ‘ow’s this: ‘Madamasplly, avay vu dee pang?” 

“Wot do you s’y for ‘Gimme a tuppenny packet o’ Nosegay’?” 

“ ‘Bonjoor, Monseie r !’ That’s ain’t so dusty, Freddy, wot!” 
“Let’s try the Marcelase again. You start it, ‘Arry.” 

“Let Nobby. ‘B knows the sounds 1 better’n wot I do.” 

“ ’It ’er up, Nobby! We gotta learn that so we can sing it on the 
march.” 

“Wite till I find it ill the hook. Al right now:- 

Allons infants dee la Pat-ree, 

La jour de glory is arrivay. ” v 

Such bits of conversation may be of little interest, but they have 
the me r iit of being genuine. All of them were jotted)down in mf 
notebqok at the times wh#n I heard them. 

The following day we crowded into the typical French army 
troop train, eight eeheaux or forty hommes to a ear, and started on 
a leisurely journey to the firing line. We traveled all day, at eight 
or ten miles per hour, through No r mandy. We passed through 
pleasant towns and villages lying silent in the afternoon sunshine, 
and seemingly almost deserted, and through the open country fra¬ 
grant with the scent of apple blossoms. Now and then children 
wavedto us from a cottage window, and in the filds old men and 
women and girls leaned silently on their hoes or their rakes and 
watched us pass. Ocasionally an old reservist, guarding the tail- 
way line, would lift his cap and shout “Vive T Yigleterre!” But 
more often he would lle'an on his rifle and smile, nodding his head 
courteously hut silently to our salutations. Tommy, for all his sto 
lid, dogged cheeriness, sensed the tragedy of France. It was a 
land swept bare of all its fine young manhood. There was no 
pleasant stir and bustle of civilian life. Those who' we r e left went 
a bust, their work silently and joylessly- When we asked of the 
men, we received, always, the same efuiet.. courteous rpr.lv “A i a 


and the heart sing. We marched through the village and down the] 
poplar limed road, surprized, almost disappointed, to see the neat, 
well-kept houses , 1 and the pleasant, level fields, green with spring 
•crops. We had expected that everything would he in ruins,. At 
this stage of the journey, however, we were still some twenty-five 
miles from tUfe firing-line. 

During all the journey from the- coast- we had seen, on every 
side,, evidences of that wonderfully (organized bronch of the; Bri¬ 
tish military system, the Army Service Corps. F r om the village 
at which we detrained, .everything was 1 British. Long lines o.f mo¬ 
tor transport lorries were parked; along the sides of the roads, there 
were great ammunition bases, commissa r iat supply depots, motor 
repair shops, wheelwright and blacksmiths shops, where one spw 
none but khaki-clad soldiers engaged in all the noneomb'atiant busi¬ 
ness essential to the maintenance of large armies. There were 
lon g lines of transport wagons loaded with supplies, traveling field 
kitchens, with chimneys smoking and kettles steaming as they bump- 
over the cobbled roads, water carts, Red (Toss carts, motor ambu¬ 
lances, batteries of artillery, London omnibuses, painted slate grey, 
filled with troops, seemingly endless columns of infantry on font, 
all moving with us, along parallel roads towards the firing line. 
And most of these troops and supply columns belonged to my own 
division, -one small cog in the British fighting machine.' 

We’advanced towards the war zomie in easy stages. It was 
intensely hot, and the rough cobbled roads greatly increased the 
difficulty .of marching- In England we ligd frequently tramped 
from fifteen to. twenty-five miles in a day without fatigue. But- the 
road's there were excellent, and the climate' moist, and 9 V 10 I. Upon 
rur first day’s march in, France, a journey of only nine miles, scopes 
of men were overcome by the heat and several died. The .sifffermg 
of the men was so great, in fact, that a halt was made earlier than 
had been planned, and webivouacked for the, night in the fields. 

Life in ,a battalion on the march proceleds with the same orderly 
routine as when^-is*barracks. Every man has his own particular 
employment. Within a few minutes, the level pasture land was 
converted into a busy community of ,a thousand, inhabitants. We 
nadjf serviceable little dwellings by lacing together two or three 
waterproof ground sheets and erecting them on sticks or tying them 
11 the wires of the fences. Latrines and refuse pits were dug under 
the supervision of the battalion medical officer. The sick we^e 
for and justice dispensed with, the same thoroughness as in 
England. The days offenders against discipline were punished with 
what seemed to us unusual severity. But we were now 011 active

BOSTON., Dec, 30—"Trust to your 
nose,” in judging canned goods, was 
public to-day from the annual con¬ 
vention here of the Societty of 
gates were discussing a paper by Dr- 
j r.

On April 13, 1918, An Apt was passed by the Alberta Legislature 
entitled “The Supplementary Revenue Act.” According to Sec.5 
of the Act, the tax raised is to Supplement the General Revenue of 
the Province- 

Ofc- 

It is a land tax levied in the urban centres at one mill on the 
dollar and in rural centres at 4c on the acre. , 

These provisions are unfair for the following reasons: Those in 
the rural districts are. paying three times as much on the dollar as 
the urban dwellers, and the farmer who owns a poor quarter worth 
(nlv a thousand dollars pays as. much as his neighbour who happens 
t-ojhave land worth threfe times as much in the same municipality. 

Sec. 4 of the- Act empowers a 'Supplementary Tax Commission 
to reduce the assessment in the country from four to two, cents an 
acre, if he thinks fit. 

As it is impossible for one official to pronounce a fair judgement 
on land's all oveV the province, one would naturally surmise that 
information would he welcomed from the Municipal Councils in re¬ 
gard to lands in their several vicinities. However this does not ap¬ 
pear toi have been the case. For not only did numerous councils 
protest against the heavy levy, but the tax was adversely criticised 
at the Municipal Convention, to, no avail. 

At the U.F.A. Convention, in January, held in Edmoniton, reso¬ 
lutions were submitted condemning the' inequality of this 'tax; and 
the delegates denounced, it in no uncertain voice. 

It was: one of the' important subjects the U.F.A. Executive .pre¬ 
sented to the Provincial Cabinet a short time after the. convention. 
At that meeting the ministers admitted that the tax was working 
badly.

The unfair part of the Act isi the fact that the urban assessment 
is fixed at one mill on the dollar, while the country can be taxed 
without limit, and in this case,, not by the people ’s duly elected mem¬ 
bers, but by the Lieutenant-Governor. Wh° would think we lived 
in a democratic country? 

At the present time the country pays abcrtrMhre© times as much 
on the dollar in regard to this tax as the' urban centres. 

To present this injustice in a Clearer light, let us convert this 
f tax into merchandise. Then our urban dweller paying 'ten for a 
pair of shoes;, the same would be charged thirty dollars to the rural 
customer.

' All of which is apropos of the 'exchange situation, between Can¬ 
ada and the United States, when American money advanced 4 1-2 per 
cent premium to 11 per cent premium, almost overnight. To see 
the Canadian dollar look like .89c in New York was a bitter blow to 
Canadians—particularly to those who had ordered large stocks of 
commodities from the U.S., and were faced with the problem of pay¬ 
ing double the premium they had expected. Again quoting the 
Nugget 1 ,t:— 

“There may be some who thinki that nations aTe not mean with one 
another in this way, but p^st events serve to show that when it comes to 
turning sharp corners the States has it 

The Ottawa Journal rie'calls the time when the tables were 
turned: 

‘‘After the Civil War there were strikes, riots, inflated prices, and mis¬ 
givings for the future. History i s repeating. Sit tight, laugh when you 
can. And things will become nprmal in good time”.

Canada is compaatively well off, but still needs more production of necessities 
and less consumption of luxuries- Those who pay,any price that is asked 
in order to gratify their desire for luxuries are acting against the public 
interest.” ( j 

The trade balance can be redressed several newspapers point 
out, by ceasing to- buy luxuries—-autos, high priced boots, etc—in 
tire United States. In this connection the “Toronto Globe’ says:
